floods alone would warrant the ex 
pense of building these reservoirs, but 
it also has been discovered that the 
water held hack can be made to pro 
duce wealth to the »tate 
It a'so has 
become evident through studies that 
what can be done on the western rlv 
ers can be done on all the rivers and 
stfeams in Pennsylvania. 
If the state takes a firm grasp upon 
Its water resources at the next 
aes 
aion of the legislature the destructive 
floods will be a thing of the past and 
the water that formerly did so much 
damage will be used to benefit naviga 
tion, to develop water power and to 
Improve the quality for domestic an ! 
manufacturing purposes That the Re­ 
publican party In the state realizes the 
importance of taking up the ware:
